“It is earnestly hoped that President 
Roosevelt, who has to a degree long 
maintained a position that he could not 
interfere in local politics, will take up 
this matter and denounce the author of 
the illusion. It was expected all. along 
that some such effort as this would be 
made by Hearst to influence voters. My 
attention was called to the Hearst publi- 
eation yesterday, and an_. investi- 
gation disclosed the facts of the publica- 
tion of the parallel views of the presi- 
dent and Hearst. I found it to be a 
serious matter, and will urge on the pres- 
ident the advisability of breaking his 
rule of silence in local political matters 
and’ reply to this insinuation.

Grom Atlanta to Brunswick to Ha- 
vana Is the Plan of the Atlan- 
ta, Birmingham and Atlan- 
tic Railroad— Means 

Much to Atlanta. | 


The following dispatch from Brunswick 
proves that efforts are under way for 
making Atianta as nearly a seaport as 
an inland city can possibly come. While 
there have been previous announcements 
to the effect that Atlanta would have a 
through service to New York by way of 
the Atlanta, Birmingham and Atlantic 
and their line of ships from Brunswick, 
the announcement that the Havana serv- 
ice js also assured means much to the 
Gate City. 

With this service to Cube and the West | 
Indies, Atlanta will become more than 
ever a world power in commerce. During 
the past few years, the railroads of the 
south have been establishing agencies in 
Cuba, and beginning a campaign look- 
ing to the day when the cotton goods 
used om the island will be shipped di- 
rect from southern mills. As it is now, 
a large part of the cotton goods used in 
Cuba and the other islands is almost 
entirely from the mills of England and 
Germany. The mill men of the south 
have lately been making the same kind 
of goods as those of the foreign coun- 
tries, and it is believed in a few years or 
less time, the south will furnish prac- 
tically all of these goods, as well as 
much cf the Other products which are 
now shipped from New York and north- 
ern points. That the Atlanta, Birming- 
ham and Atlantic is looking forward and 
planning for just such conditions is 
proved by the statement of President 
Atkinson.

NOTICE,” said a former resident 
of New Orleans, a newspaper 
man by profession, “that a pian 
has been broached in Atlanta to abolish 


| the police commission and appoint an 
' inspector at a good salary who shall be 
. in full charge of the workings of the de- 
| partment anu who shall be.paid a good 
salary. This strikes me as a good pian, 


In fact I know it worked admirawy in 
New Orleans, and I see no reason why 
it should not result in equal good in At- 
lanta. Some six years ago, in fact up 
to two years ago, the police department 
of New Orleans was about as corrupt 
as a man could wei imagine. Graft ran 
rampant. Captains and sergeants and 
even corporals were getting rich. I know 
of one man who put up a block of 
house, wore diamonds big as bird eggs 
and spent money With a free hand. Poli- 
tics dominated the department and ho 
one seemed to care to make an investi- 
gation—it had become such @ matter of 
course. Dominating the ward politicians 
was one man who got a percentage out 
of every gambling house, every crooked 
deal pulled off, every straw bond made 
for a crook and. who might have been 
said to own the department. Robberies 
were of nightly occurrence. Hold-ups 
were so frequent they ceased to be a 
matter of news value. Occasionally some 
newspaper man would prod the chief ex» 
ecutive officer to find out why a better 
state of affairs was not instituted. About 
the only answer was an evasive one, that 
the city was handicapped by finances 
and until more policemen could be put 
on duty he saw no relief from the carni- 
val of crime. This in spite of the fact; 
that one could nightly see patrolmen) 
lounging fn barrooms drinking when they 
should be on the streets attending to 
their duty. The department became s0 
permeated with graft that it became a 
matter of second nature. Policemen cameé 
to look on it as a matter of course and 
deeply resented any statement thag they 
were not doing exactly right. The lives 
of more than one newspaper man who 
printe@? exposures of police protection and 
bribery were threatened, A sudden turn 
of the political wheel brought the same 
regime back in power, hedded, however, 
by a man who did not purpose to be dic- 
tated to by the aforesaid controller of 
the ward bosses, althou,.. .e had been 
only too glad to accept his support. 
When the ‘big boss’ insisted on naming 
the chief of police there was a row in 
the camp. Threats and counter threats 
were made. The upshot of it all was | 
it was decided to create the position of 
onspector of police, and Judge Whit-) 
taker, formerly of Georgia, was offered 
the place at $4,000 a year. He was bit- 
terly opposed to the ‘big boss’ and stated 
he would not accept te place save on 
one condition—that he be allowed to run 
things his own way, to discharge and 
hire men at will. ..e people had faith 
in him and Judge Whittaker entered 
office without any handicap. In less 
than two weeks the ‘big boss’ was placed 
behind the bars on the charge of criminal 
libel; a captain of police was under 
charges of bribery; half a dozen patrol- 
men were fired bodily, while the detec- 
tive department was in a fever of exe 
citement. No one knew where the light- 
ning was going to strike, and I tell you 
it was striking rapidly. In three months 
you would not have known the depart- 
ment, there were so many new faces, but} 
it took over six months to weed out all 
the crooks. So well did the new system! 
work ‘that in’ two years Inspector Whit- 
taker’s salagy was raised to $6,000 and:

Chief of Police Henry Jennings said 
that he is firmly of the opinion that the 
police department ought to be in the 
hands of a superintendent, and he adds 
that if the office is created he wants to 
see Recorder Broyles elected to fill it. 

Members of the city council are dis- 
cussing the scheme in all of its phases. 
None will admit that he is the originator 
of it, but there are many who say they 
believe it would greatly benefit the po- 
lice service. 

Citizens who take an interest in police 
affairs are doing considerable talking, 
pro and con, and the general opinion is 
that the proposed change would work 
well if the police board were placed on 
the same footing as the board of fire- 
masters is in the fire department. 

Police Commissioners Silent. | 

The police commissioners are not dis-| 
cussing the

Steamer Witlekind Arrives in 
Charleston Next Sunday, 


Scarcity of Labor in the South Re- 
sulted in Perfecting of Plans 
To Bring EKuropean Im 
migrants to the 
South. 


According to last reports, the North 
German Lloyd steamer Wittekind, bear- 
ing over 500 immigrants to the south, 
will arrive in Charleston next Sunday. 

The scarcity of labor tn the Carolinas 
and throughout the southeast resulted 
in the gathering together of a number of 
the large employerg amd mill men of 
the Palmetto State a short time ago. It 
Was at this gathering that ways and 
means were discussed for the bringing 
of a better class of foreign laborers di- 
rect to some southern port. 

It was finally decideg that the best and 
most practical way was to bring these 


from the old world direct to a southern 
port, and Charleston wag the city de- 
cided upon. Commissioner of Immigra- 
tion E. J. Watson, of South Carolina, 
was placed in change of the work and the 
cooperation of M.. V. Richards, chief of 
the land and industrial department of 
Washington, was asked. Mr. Richards 
immediately responded, and, together 
with Mr. Watson, these gentlemen went 
to work along practical lines. 

On the Wittekind, arriving Sunday, are 
over 600 workers. Most of these will be 
employed in the cotton mills of ‘the Caro- 
linas. The immigrants as soon as they 
arrive in Charleston will immediately be 
sent to the different mills, where the 
employers are now awaiting their com- 
ing. These werkers will reach their des- 
tinations over the Southern railway and 
a6 @ result, in addition to Mr. Richards, 

Rath Agent George 
Allen and otha passenger officials will 
beé present to direct this movement. 

The greatest care has been taken in the 
selection of these immigrants to secure 
the very best of workers who will prove 
industrious and also good citizens. To 
thig end the better class of Belgians, Ger- 
mans, French, Norwegian and Sweedish 
settlers have been selected. On their ar- 
rival at the milis where they will be put 
to work, the employers have made ar- 
rangemenis to make them as comfortable 
as possible, and every effort will be made 
to make their new homeg the king that 
will lead to their bringing their relatives 
and friendg to join them in the south. 

If the experiment proves practical, and 
it is believed that it will by those in the 
best position to know, this same plan 
will be carrie out on a much larger 
scale, and the purpose ig to estabiis, a 
service which will bring in two of the 
big steamers loaded with homeseekers to 
Charleston every month. 

Railroads are also anxious to secure 
labor for the making of many improve- 
mentg in the south. While much work is 
now going on in the south, the roads have 
been greatiy delayed in their efforts on 
account of the scarcity of labor through- 
out this section.

What Saloon Men Contend. 

In answer to this, the saloon men, 
who have been refused licenses, say that 
if they are not given licenses after they 
have removed everything that was ob-

while others were wiped out unjustly. 


In coming back for licenses so soon 
after they were turned down, the saloon 
men who now have in applications claim 
that they have TremOved everything that 
was objected to by the committee.

Still another 
says that a stag hotel which was under 
suspicion of the police, and which was 
over his saloon, has been closed up. They 
have closed back doors, cleaned up and 
then come with the promise to do any 
and everything the committee wants 
them to do. _ 

Say They Weeded Them Out. 

On the other hand, the committeemen 
gay that they had to “weed out’ some 
of the saloons which had been classed as 
‘dives’ by the police. When the weed- 
ing was done they thought this would 
close up the whole matter. To allow 
these people to reopen because they have 
removed former objections and cleaned 
up a little would be tO undo all the work 
that has been done to place tha whisky 
business in Atlanta-—on a bett plane 
and rid the city of objectionable bar 
rooms.

The plea of the negro is a pitiful one 
and has attracted a good deal of atten-.

The petition follows: 

“To the Honorable Members of the’ 
Pris Commissson—Gentlemen: My 
name is Boley Daniels. I am a convict 
at the camp at Norton station, DeKalb 
éounty. I gm serving a life sentence. I 
was tried before‘ Judge Fish at Americus 
December 18, !89!1, The jury gave 6 
verdict of ‘murder in the second degree,’ 
and recommended me to mercy. I did not 
kill Ham Swain. I am not guilty. |

now ask for pardon so I may become a
